betore; Save only that the Enemy had made ſome advance 
eſpecially towards the ſide of the Baſtion St. Andre, of which 
indeed they were now become Maſters, and had raiſed a 
Battery of two Pieces of Canon, to annoy all Veſſels paſ- 
ſing in, or out of the Port. 

Whilſt they were thus Viewing, and conſidering the 
Place, they could perceive a ſmall Barke, with Venetian

On the Morrow morning being the 21 th, The Duke 
de Navailles having well weighed all things, and finding 
the State of the Place to be no better then what Menſieur 
Caſtellan had reported, The Enemy entrenched , their Cang 
non moghted-upon the Baſtion St.. Andre, whence the 
played continually upon thei fiſt Retrenchments - whic 
there be: iag little ground left, was. hot ina Condition to 
make any conſiderable defence, and. that the ſecond Re- 
tronchment which the beſieged had begun to caſt up be- 
hind it eould not poſſib y be figithed: rirze enough to pre- 
vent their gaining a mine, (which be was aſſured was un- 
getneath the firſt Retrenchment) of which if the Enemy 
were once poſſeſſed, the whole place would lye open to 
them, an endanger thejols of the Garriſon: 
This he thought: might reflect upon the honor of the 
Armes of the King his Maſter, that the place mould 
be taken in fight of the ſuccors without attempting ſome- 
thing towards its relief, (the Admiral} concurring with him 
in the ſame, opinion ] they :reſobved upon. a ſpeedy Lan- 
ding of all their forces , which they began to put in Execu- 
tion that very tight, ſo that ina or 3. dayes they had all

The 22d 4 of the Kings Maſquetiers and a Quarter-

3 of the Muſquetiets were killed by the Enemies Canon 
from the Baſtion of St, Andie, and the Quartermaſter at the 
ſame time loſt one of his hands, 

The 23d the Acmiall entred the Towne and viewed 
the Poſts , the Generals calling a Councell of C fſi- 
cers concluded there was no other expedient for the pre- 
ſerving the Town, then by a Generall aſſault immediate- 
ly to be made upon the Enemy , befote they could receive 
any recruits from Aereeor fortify themſelves in their Tren- 
ches, Moreover by this means they might ſurprize them 
ere they could gather their Cavalry together, which wat 
now diſmounted and diſperſed up and down the Countrey, 

Theſe confaderatiotis confirmed the reſolation of the aſs 
fault which was to be made the Sabionera fide, as 
having a greater convenience of  ſallying out of that quar- 
ter then that of St. Andre, and accordingly onthe 24th 
at night, or the 25th by break of day endeavotr to beat 
the Enemy from their wor ks and to raiſe them. This was 
the opinion of our Generall and Officers and approved of 
by the Venetian. e Tits beer 5-40: $95"; 

It was thought nevertheleſs too great an undertak ing 
for our ſtrength alone; being from all hands informed the 
Enemy had 7 or 8e men in chat quarter, wherefore he 
tequired of the Captain Generall to furniſh us with all the 
men he poſſibly could. .I 00 
Ihe great deſire our Generall had to praſecute this de- 
ſigne, in order to the ſaving of the place, and the confi- 
dence he had of his owne: Forces, with their ptomiſe of a 
ſupply, encouraged him to ſet upon the Sabionera, though it 
were entrenched, andof greater ſtrength then ihe body 
wherewith he intendey! to attempt ii. And therefore de 
ſired the Captain Generall to asſigue him 3 or 600 Pyoneets 
80 to 
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to fligbt rhe Enemies workes , and nayle down their: 
Cannon, and that at the fame time a brisk fall might be 
made upon the ſide of the St. Andie to keep them in pl 
there , that they might not ſuccor the Sabioners, A 
which the Captain General! promiſed punctually to pet-

The Admirall alſo who would needs have a part in this 
Action, ingaged to land 1500 of his men from his Ships, and 
to lead them himſelf though he ſubmitted to receive or- 
ders from the Generals ( Monſieur Colbert being appoynted 
his Marthall of the Camp) and to cauſe his men of war to 
be brought” within Mus quet ſtott of St. Anare and to keep 
playing an the Enemies Camp with his Cannon from 
their Ships being unwilling to be à witneſs only to this 
ocker enterpriſe without running all the riſques that 
thovld attend it. | | | 

But the. Yexetians who at firſt promiſed us 4 or 500 
horſe and 3000 foot to joyn with ours, ſhewing the im- 
posſibility of affording any, took upon them nevertheleſs 
ro divert the Enemy at St; Andbe, and by a ſtout ſalley 
which they would make under the favour of our Cannon 
from the Ships to enter the Fort it ſelf, 

The ath at night the Admirall having landed his ſea- 
men ſent notice thereof to the Duke de Newailles aſſutin 
him of their good diſpoſition, each Company ß 
commanded by the Captain of that veſſell out of whi, 
they were taken, and that now he wanted only ordets to 
draw them out, and to fall upon the Enemy. 

The Generall returned him anſwer by the Baron 4 St. 
Mark that it was too great a danger for a perſon of his 
22 to expoſe himſelf to, whom he alſo deſited to uſe 
ul. arguments to diſſwade him, urging the great impor-

-rance.theſafety ofthis perſon-was to his Majeſties Service, 
and the pa'ticular good of the deſigu now in hand, but all 
his inſtances could not prevail upon him to alter his reſolu- 
tion. | 3 
Ihhat night the D. de Navailles went to take a view of the 
Rere of the Enemies Camp, where he reſolved to make his 
Onſet, and in his return viſited the Fort Demetrius, by 
which he intended to iſſue out his Troops, and having 
diſpoſed his Battalia, he acquainted the Captain General, 
the D. of Beaufort, Monſieur S. Andre Montbrun with the 
Aae . they would with all freedom give theit opi- 
nion upon ĩt, (an affair of ſo great impottance.to-Chiiſten- 
dom, requiring to be well weighed ,) which when under- 
8 1 875 unanimouſly approved it to have been fo well 
laid, that there was nothing to be added or alteted; c. 
It being now neer day, the D. de Navailles began td 
draw out his men ont of the Towa, with the greateſt filence 
— the Order agreed upon before, which was as

There were alſo 30 of the Kings Muſquetiers and 100 te- 
formed Officers placed between the firſt aud ſecond line

- The Forces that came from on board the Ships were 
ordered to make their ſally on the left ſide of the Treach 
of the Sabis vera, 
Whilſt the Army was drawing out the D. de Nevailles 
eauſed two breaches to be made to (ally out of the Trench, 
by one of which 300 men ſhould attacque them in the 
Front, the reſt to divide themſelves into two bodies, and 
flank the two Batteries, but with expreſs Order not to fiir 
till chey knew the Camp was engaged, and in caſe they 
— the Batteries. which in all likelihood they wo 
to range themſelves, and not to advance a foot with-

After filence commanded, which was punctually obſer- 
ved, though in a Rrange and uneven Countrey, we marched 
in this excellent order till we came within a very ſmall di- 
ſtance of the Enemy, and ranged our ſelves in Battalia in 
a lietle place leading into theit Camp, without ever being 
diſcoveted. | | 
- The day was alſo propitious to our deſigns, our laſt 
Troops being ſcatce come np to their Lines, when we

At the fame time the Enemies Lines were aſſaulted and 
taken by the Regiments of S. Valier and Zorrain, while 
the cotmanded men fell in upon the Rere of the Trench, 
Monſieur Caſtellan ſeconding them in the head of the Com- 
pany of Guards under lis Command, with infinite enecu- 
ion and ſlaughtet of the Enemy , poſſeſſed themſelves 
of them: here our Troops fell to plundering, though it 
were 2 5 upon pain of death, and entring the ene- 
mies Huts flew great humders, whom they ſurptixed before 
they could get into a poſtiie of defence, 16 | 

Hitherto every thing ſucceeded according to our de 
fires, though we had not above 300 men fiom on board 
the ſhips, and few, or none of the Yexetians, ſo that this 
handful of men routed this numerous enemy, 2 
whom was. ſo gteat conſternation, that they thre them: 
ſelves head · log into the Sea when they were Maſters of

Powder GranaBoes &c, of a Battery poſſeſſed by the 
Guards taking fire, the ſoldiers fearing had been a 
Mine, ed the whole Battalion, running to the right 
and left in that diſarder that Monſieur Caſtellan had much 
adoe to make them to rally. . 

The 300 from on board the Ships, terrified with 
this accident, deſerted their Poſts, and by all the endea- 
vots could poſſibly be aſed would not be brought back 
to the Eght. 

The Generall and Monſieur Colbert ſeeing this diſaſter 
came up with our firſt Battalions in the head of 30 of the 
— Muſquetiers on foot, where with this (mall body they 
performed things beyond all imagination, 

This mis for une gave ſuch encoufagement to the Turks 
that they attacqued our men afreſh with vigor enough, who 
were ſo ſh ken with the violence of the aſſault and number 
e Ea my that the greateſt part began to retreat wich- 
ou! d , and had not our General with great reſolution 
in the head of a ſmall troop of horſe he had newly rally- 
ed cogether, maintained a Curtaine thar favoured our re- 
treat „ the Enemy had preyailed upon this diſorder to our 
* great diſadyantage. 


che mean time the body of the Reſerve, was ſur- 
rounded with ſeveral Compaties , 22 n them 
from St, Andre, between whom there was alight skir- 
miſh but of no long continuance, which our men not being 
able to ſuſtaine, though infiaitely Encouraged thereunto 
by the Meſfieurs le Bret and Choyſeul , who had both 
their horſes killed under them, Followed the Example of 

the Seamen, and made a diſorderly retreat. 
This compleated the loſs of. that Advantage, we ſo 
long had in our hands, and the Enemy fearing our retreat

might betray them into an Ambuſh; had not Courage e- 
nough to purſue; tetaining ſtill ſuch a dread: of our forces 
though retreated in diſorder; that our Generall aſſiſted on- 
ly by the Meſſieurs Talladet, and Argellon, and 4 or 
5 Gentlemen of his own family that never deſerted him, 
made good ſo orderly a retreat, that the Enemy dutſt 
not attempt this ſmall number, but diſcharging a great 
volley of ſmall ſhot upon them, out Generals hotſe was hurt 
in two places, and himſelf received aſhot on his Armor 
but without hurt to his body, 
The Admitall the Duke & Beaufort abandoned by all 
his men fell in this action, without any perſon about him 
but what were killed or wounded; among the former was 
Monſieur Bos: gneuf, the later Monſieur Haquette, who 
had his Foot ſhor off at the Ancle by a Musquet bullet. 

This glorious Action, So happily begun, and carty- 
ed ou with that excellent conduct, however unfortunate in 
the diſorder, might nevertheleſs have been eſteemed 2 
ſuccesfull and ad vantagious enterprize, were it not forthe | 
invaluable loſs of our Admiral, and thoſe other Noble 
perſons that fell with him. | 

Theadvice from the Enemies Camp ſpeaks the loſs on 
their fide to have been. yery conſiderable , above 1800 
men having been. killed, drowned , and taken Priſoners, .,
